Others at the bedside were Pow­ 
ell’s two brothers, Howard, Wil­ 
mette, 111., a v ice president of the 
Illinois Central Railroad, and Lu­ 
ther, retired v ice president of the 
South American Div ision of Inter­ 
national Harv ester Co.; Powell’s 
two children from 
his 
prev ious 
marriag e to actress J oan Blondell 
and Pa m ela , an adopted daug h­ 
ter. 
Richard Keaith, his 12-y ear-old 
son, was at the home of J ustin 
Dart, a close friend of Powell. 
Death came in a plush pent­ 
house apartment into which the 
Powells had mov ed only a few 
day s earlier. 
Powell disclosed last Sept. 27 
that he had cancer of the ly mph 
g lands.

Viet Nam Battle 


Takes Heavy Toll 


On Both Sides

negotiations 
but

through. The Negro community’s 
numerous organizations said they 
wouldn’t talk about compromising 
until the “wall” cam e down. 


Miles Smith, cochairman of the 
All 
Citizens 
Committee, 
Negro, 
said the Negro community had to 
expand and would do so. 


The committee distributed pam­ 
phlets that ask Negroes “not to 
shop in West End businesses until 
the city of Atlanta realizes this is 
everyone’s city and that we have 
a right to live where we choose.” 


Virgil Copeland, president of the 
White Southwest Citizens Associa­ 
tion, which takes credit for the 
buffer plan, said white residents 
became panicky and feared m ^ s 
sellouts at drastic prices. 


A spokesman for the mayor said 
the trouble started when “ an un­ 
scrupulous property owner” tried 
to force sales by threatening to 
sell to a Negro.

Three others were still missin g 
early today an d officially pre­ 
sumed dead. Fagg an d 5 4 others 
were in jured. 
“I smelled somethin g, a rotten 
smell, an awful, rottin g smell,” 
said Don ald Melcho, 28 T e r r e 
Haute. “That was about 10 ‘till 7. 
A little after that it ex ploded.” 
“I was outside when it hap­ 
pen ed. Somethin g just made a big 
n oise,” said Edward Blan d, 27, 
Terre Haute. “I started run n in g.’* 
“All of (sic) on ce the buildin g 
started shakin g,” said H e n r y 
Akers, 23, West Terre Haute, who 
was on the top floor of the two 
story brick buildin g. “A big n oise, 
the lights wen t out, an d I started 
risin g in the air.

INDIANAPOLIS 
(AP) 
— 
The 
late Dick Powell got his start in 
show business in Indianapolis. 
The 
veteran 
entertainer 
who 
died in Hollywood Wedn e s d a y 
night, 
began 
singing 
in church 
choirs while attending Little Rock 
College in his native Arkansas. 
Later, he became soloist with a 
dinner orchestra at the Kentucky 
Hotel in Louisville. He was billed 
as “Richard E. Powell, tenor,” 
singing classical and semiclassi- 
cal songs. 
He began putting out feelers for 
a job with a nameband. Orches­ 
tra leader Charlie Davis in Indi­ 
anapolis 
wanted 
a 
combination 
singer and banjo player. 
Powell, who could handle saxo­ 
phone, clarinet and trumpet, later 
recalled: 
“I 
didn’t 
know 
one 
string from another, but I told 
Davis I would report in 30 days.” 
He bought a banjo and taught 
himself to play it. 
“I reported at the Ohio Theater 
in Indianapolis on time but minus 
most of my fingertips,” Powell 
said. 
He played with Davis awhile, 
then formed his own stage band. 
It was the late ’20s, when big city 
movie houses had stage shows 
and masters of ceremonies—a job 
that came naturally to the versa­ 
tile Powell. 
Mrs. Leo M. Rappaport, who 
played the organ at the Indiana 
Theater in those days as Dessa 
Byrd, remembered Powell’s first 
efforts as a master of ceremon­ 
ies on the stage of the Circle 
Theater: 
“He was big and awkward, and 
didn’t know what to do with his 
hands.” 
She recalled Powell did tn act 
at the Circle with Ginger Rogers, 
a novice who had won a Charles­ 
ton contest in Chicago. 
Powell himself remem b e r e d 
Miss Rogers as “the very first 
girl performer I ever introduced 
from a stage — a pretty, but 
scrawny, 
red-haired 
Charleston 
dancer named Ginger Rogers.” 
Mrs. 
Rappaport 
said 
Powell 
spent about a year and a half 
with the Davis band at the Ohio 
Theater until they moved to the 
newly opened Indiana Theater in 
1927. 
Powell went to the Circle as a 
pinch hitter M.C. and stayed on, 
but the stage show era was end­ 
ing—sound movies were coming 
in. He organized his own dance 
band in 1928 and played at the 
Indiana Roof before moving to a 
theater job in Pittsburgh, where 
a Warner Brothers movie scout 
spotted him.
